When I was what was 
oiled a good "ouorch member 1 
mtd to go to the Lord's table on a Sab- 
bath and partake of the wine in obedience 
to onr Saviours commanu, " i»o this in 
nntiemberance of me," and then on the 
Unnday I would likely go to the tavern, 
and along with other church members 
egoally good, I would "poor the spirits 
down to keep the spirits up," God's 
word said distinctly, " To cannot drink the 
gap of the Lord and the oap of devils," yet 
I thoBgbt I was doing all right because 
others did it, and the minister knew -!! 
•boat it and did not object to our going to 
the Lord's table and to the bar, _ 

I have been charged with despising the 
ordinance of the Lard's supper, hut I hon- 
estly think I despised it far mora then 
than I do now, when I imagined that I 
oonld mock God with such service; in 
other words, that I oonld urve God aod 
lbs devil at the same time. We are moat 
diahnetly told that wa cannot do bo. We 
nay mock ourselves bot we oanuot mock 
God. ■' God is not mocked," are the words 
of the inspired writer. 

I revere, love, and respect onr Saviour's 
Oufflmands more than aver I did, and it 
was when I was led to see that He was 
mocked and despised in this kind of way 
it celsbmung Bio lost supper that I re- 
frained from partaking of the ordinance.

such an on-pouring of love, and light, fill- 
ing and revecJing priceless gifts, inter- 
woven into • rare blessing, without a deep- 
ening of their own personal experience. 

On Thursday morning a lecture on the 
practical bearing of Army work, the mater- 
ial part linked after all to the spiritual,' as 
body is to soul- in closest union. Turning 
over our lecture book we get a glitnpco of 
some of tbe subjeetsdealt with — "A field- 
oBioer'a duties," "Finance," "Health."

Tha rest 
of the day is given up to "War Cry" sell- 
ing on street or in tavern. Wa believe 
that after our round, now stopping at the 
corner of a thoroughfare to sell a "Ory"

Yon cannot bo extradited for the 
crime of teaching in Sunday School." ■ To 
all of which remonstrances Mies Stirling 
replies, with natural, and commendable 
indignation :

"First in France, and then in the 
Frenoh-speakbg Protestant cantons of 
Vaod and Neucbatd.
